Wallace Strategy 


W h e n former Alabama Governor George AN allace 
addressed the U. P. American Legion convention ban­ 
quet in Escanaba last summer there was a considerable 
public reaction of “W hat’s the matter with th a t? ” 
What the racist said about crime and bumbling in 
Vietnam made sense to many persons, apparently. He’s 
been at it for quite a while now and is a national in­ 
fluence in this year’s presidential election. 
It will not be possible for Wallace to be elected 
President: that would be a catastrophe' of huge size for 
America, but the election could conceivably put him in 
a position to influence the choice of the President. That 
would mean that a candidate with most leaning toward 
Negro suppression would get Wallace’s approval and 
the presidency. 
★

Wallace hopes to capture the five Southern states 
where racism is strongest and where the whites vote 
still to suppress Negroes and deny them the full priv­ 
ileges of United States citizenship. 
The U. S. Constitution provides that if no candidate 
for President receives a majority of votes in the Elec­ 
toral College, the House of Representatives in Congress 
chooses a President from among the top three candi­ 
dates, with each state having one vote and *26 votes 
needed to win. 
In the present Congress Democrats control 20 state 
delegations and could probably give the presidency to 
their candidate even if Wallace won the five Dixie states 
that he expects to carry. But a House vote would be cast 
by state delegations to be elected in November of this 
year and if the Republicans hang onto their 18 states 
and gain even as many as three more the House vote 
would be Democrats 24 and Republicans 21 and five 
Wallace votes in such a setup could give him strong- 
bargaining power.
